Leonard  Case  Alden  b.  in  Boston,  Dec.  22,  1839.  A  de- 
scendant of  John  Alden,  passenger  in  the  Mayflower.  Early  ed- 
ucation entirely  in  the  Public  Schools  of  Boston.  In  '46,  entered 
the  Brimmer  G'rammar  School,  Joshua  Bates,  Master.  In  '52,  the 
English  High  School,  Thos.  Sherwin,  and  in  '55,  the  Public  Latin 
School,  Francis  Gardner.  At  each  of  these  schools  received  a 
Franklin  Medal. 

Sept.  '61  —  May  '63,  "  Proctor,  and  Assistant  in  Chemistry," 
H.  U.  July  —  Sept.  '62,  during  vacation,  teaching  a  pupil  at 
Salisbury,  Vt.  Oct.  20,  '62,  his  father,  Wm.  V.  Alden,  died  sud- 
denly. May  12,  '63,  commissioned  2d  Lieut.  55th  Mass.  (Col.  N. 
P.  Hallowell),  which  was  ordered  first  to  Newberne,  N.  C,  then 
to  Folly  Island,  S.  C,  where  it  arrived  Aug.  5,  and  soon  engaged 
in  the  siege  of  Fort  Wagner. 

Oct.  5,  '63,  Alden  died  of  chronic  diarrhoea,  in  Hospital  at  Hil- 
ton Head,  while  on  his  way  home  —  protracted  sickness  having 
compelled  him  to  resign  his  commission.  March  11,  '64,  funeral 
services  over  his  remains  (which  were  obtained  by  his  brother  with 
great  difficulty,  and  only  after  an  appeal  to  President  Lincoln),  were 
held  in  Shawmut  Church,  Boston  ;  conducted  by  Rev.  Dr.  Adams, 
and  Rev.  Mr.  Webb:  E.  P.  Gould,  R.  Stone,  Mumford,  Pettee, 
and  Wright,  present.  The  body  was  deposited  in  the  Vinton  fam- 
ily tomb,  in  Braintree,  Mass. 

Few  can  understand  how  great  was  the  sacrifice  made  by  Alden, 
—  so  averse  to  war,  from  his  physical,  mental,  and  moral  constitu- 
tion, —  when  he  gave  up  the  most  congenial  studies  to  fight  by  the 
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side  of  despised  negroes,  for  Liberty  and  Union.  But  wlien  once 
lie  had  determined  that  it  was  his  duty  to  take  up  arms,  moved  by 
the  conviction  tliat  the  colored  troops  needed  officers  of  ability  and 
high  principle,  and  affected  not  a  little  by  the  death  of  lamented 
classmates  in  tlie  holy  cause,  nothing  could  keep  him  back.  The 
entreaties  of  relatives ;  the  reluctance  of  friends,  who  felt  that  he 
could  serve  his  coiuitry  better  with  the  pen  than  with  the  sword, 
to  recommend  him  for  a  Commission,  were  all  overcome :  and  he 
went  forth  to  gain  in  a  brief  service  the  encomiums  of  his  superiors 
for  his  able  and  faithful  performance  of  every  duty,  and  to  fall  by 
the  lingering  but  sure  stroke  of  dreaded  disease. 

There  is  no  need  of  proclaiming  Alden's  talents  to  his  College 
Classmates ;  much  less  to  those  of  them  who  were  with  him  in  his 
short  preparatory  course.  He  was  one  to  whom  study  was  pure 
enjoyment,  —  progress  a  necessity.  Ever  maintaining  the  highest 
rank  he  never  manifested  a  petty  anxiety  about  it,  and  scorned  all 
deception  from  the  bottom  of  his  heart.  He  was  conscientious  in 
forming  his  opinions,  fearless  in  ])roclaiming  them,  and  powerful  in 
upholding  them.  Confining  himself  closely  to  his  books,  and  tak- 
ing little —  too  little  —  pleasure  in  athletic  sports,  his  qualities  of 
heart  were  well  known  to  few  of  his  class.  But  yet  he  was  always 
social  and  cheerful ;  never  morose  or  cynical :  and  it  was  his  remark- 
able interest  in  every  member  of '61,  which  induced  the  writer  to 
commit  into  his  hands,  during  nine  months  spent  in  the  Army,  the 
duties  of  Class  Secretary —  fluties  which  Alden  cheerfully  assumed, 
and  sedulously  performed. 

His  last  days  were  sad  ones.  His  distance  from  friends,  his  in- 
creasing deafness,  the  mental  struggle  preceding  his  resignation, 
the  disappointment  of  his  hopes  of  reaching  home,  —  added  bitter- 
ness to  the  bitter  cup  of  sickness.  But  we  believe  that  his  heart 
was  stayed  on  God ;  that  his  will  bowed  in  submission  to  His ;  and 
that  the  Christian  faith  which  grew  firm  and  decided  during  the 
last  year  of  his  life,  was  his  support  in  the  solemn  hour  of  death. 

Pakdon  Ai.^iy,  Jr.,  1).  in  Little  C()mj)ton,  R.  L,  July  4,  '30. 
Sept.  *52,  entered  I^eirce  Academy,  Middleljoro,  Mass.  In  the  win- 
ter of  '53 —  '54,  taught  school  in  his  native  town.  In  '55,  studied 
medicine  in  New  Bedford,  seven  months.  In  Dec.  of  same  year, 
having  detennined  to  go  to  College,  began  preparation   in   earnest 


at  the  above  mentioned  Academy,  where  he  i-emained  till  Sept.  '57. 

Jidy —  Aug.  '61,  raising  recruits  in  N.  Bedford.  Aug.  20,  '61, 
commissioned  2d  Lieut,,  Co.  K.,  18th  Mass.,  Col.  Barnes.  Regt. 
arrived  in  Va.  Aug.  30,  '61,  and  during  the  winter  remained  near 
Washington.  During  the  Peninsula  Campaign  it  was  in  Fitz  John 
Porter's  Division,  but  was  not  actively  engaged  in  any  of  the  bat- 
tles of  the  terrible  "  Seven  Days  "  before  Richmond  ;  having  been 
sent  out  on  an  expedition  under  Gen.  Stoneman,  whose  force  was 
separated  for  several  days  from  the  main  army  by  a  movement  of 
the  enemy.  Under  Gen.  Pope,  however,  the  18th  participated  in 
the  battle  of  Manassas,  in  which,  after  passing  though  the  first  day's 
fighting  unharmed,  Almy  was  instantly  killed,  Aug.  30,  '62.  His 
Co.  having  charged  upon,  and  taken  a  certain  battery,  foimd  anoth- 
er in  its  rear.  Advancing  against  that,  they  were  driven  back  by 
a  severe  cross-fire,  in  which  Almy  fell,  struck  by  a  bullet  in  the 
head.  The  fi^Jd  was  left  in  the  possession  of  the  enemy,  and  his 
body  was  not  recovered.  Major  Hayes  of  the  18th  writes  :  —  "  His 
conduct  in  the  late  engagement  in  which  he  fell  is  mentioned  in  the 
highest  praise  by  all  the  officers  who  were  engaged  with  him.  He 
fell  right  in  the  very  front,  while  bravely  cheering  on  his  men,  un- 
der a  most  galling  fire  ;  and  displayed  to  the  last  a  spirit  of  intre- 
pidity and  gallantry  surpassed  by  no  one.  Lieut.  Almy  was  always 
prompt,  faithful  and  zealous,  and  cheerful,  too,  in  the  ])erformance 
of  his  duty  as  a  soldier." 

His  classmates  have,  each  in  his  own  heart,  a  eulogj  for  the  first 
of  their  number  who  died  on  the  battle  field.  Manly  purity,  abil- 
ity, principle,  patriotism,  and  modesty,  with  many  less  prominent, 
but  none  the  less  noble  or  lovely  qualities,  which  were  constantly 
revealing  themselves,  as  we  gradually  learned  to  know  his  worth, 
have  endeared  to  our  hearts  the  memory  of  him,  who  so  often 
guided  us  with  firm  hand  steadied  by  a  clear  brain,  through  the 
exciting  scenes  of  earnest  debate. 

Henry  Martyn  Atkinson,  b.  in  Mendon,  Mass,  July  31,  '38. 
Early  education  mostly  received  fi'om  his  parents.  Before  enter- 
ing College  spent  a  year  at  Wilbraham  Academy,  and  a  term  at 
Phillips  Academy,  Andover.  Entered  Harvard  with  Class  of  '60. 
Left  Sept.  '58.  Entered'  61  at  the  beginning  of  the  Junior  year, 
Sept.  '59. 


July — Aug.  'Gl,  in  the  "Coast  Guard" — till  it  was  disbanded. 
Sept.  25,  '61  sailed  before  the  mast  in  clipper  ship  Florence,  from 
N.  Y.  for  San  Francisco.  Forty  days  in  doubling  the  Cape  (Dec. 
and  Jan.).  Arrived  at  S.  Fran.  Feb.  8,  '62,  just  after  the  great 
flood  on  the  Sacramento  river.  "  In  a  week  after  landing,  entered 
actively  upon  the  duties  of  head  teacher  in  Woodland  Collegiate 
Institute."  When  this  became  "  Hesperia  College  "  (of  Woodland, 
Yolo  Co.,  Cal.),  Atkinson  received  the  title  of  "  President,  and 
Professor  of  Mathematics  and  Languages,''  July  '62.  Becoming 
interested  in  the  Law,  he  went  to  S.  Fran,  to  study  it,  but  finally 
thought  it  best  to  enter  H.  U.  Law  School,  and  sailed  July  12,  '62 
as  a  passenger  in  the  "Golconda"  for  Boston,  where  he  arrived 
Oct.  31.  Dec.  '62  —  Feb.  '63,  Principal  of  the  Scituate  High 
School.  "  May  '63,  entered  as  an  assistant  in  the  private  Military 
Boarding  School  of  C.  B.  Warring,  in  Poughkeepsie,  N.  Y."  Sept. 
'63,  entered  Law  School,  Cambridge,  which  is  his  present  address. 

Charles  Colesvvorth  Beaman,  Jit.,  b.  in  Houlton,  Me.,  May 
7,  '40.  Fitted  for  College  at  Smithville  Seminary,  North  Scituate, 
—  in  '53,  under  Rev.  Hosea  Quimby, —  in  '55,  under  S.  P.  Coburn. 
Fitted  for  Amherst,  but,  upon  the  removal  of  his  fomily  to  Salem, 
Mass.  concluded  to  enter  Harvard. 

Sept.,  '61  till  present  time.  Principal  of  the  Academy  in  Mar- 
blehead,  Mass.  Expects  to  enter  the  Dane  Law  School  next  Sept. 
Present  address,  Marblehead. 

John  Bigelow,  b.  at  "Faneuil  Place"  in  Brighton,  Feb.  4,  '41. 
Fitted  for  College  under  John  Ruggles,  of  Harvard,  Mass. 

In  the  latter  part  of  April,  '61  he  joined  the  2d  Mass.  Battery, 
Capt.  Nims,  as  a  private,  but  in  the  organization  was  elected  Jun- 
ior 1st  Lieut.  From  Aug.  till  Nov.  the  Battery  was  stationed  in 
Baltimore.  Nov.  1,  went  on  an  expedition  into  the  Counties  of 
Accomac  and  Northampton,  E,  Va.  In  Dec.  Bigelow  was  made 
Adjt.  of  the  1st  Batt.  Md.  Artillery,  and  ordered  to  Eastville,  E. 
Va.  M'ch  3,  "62  detailed  as  A.  A.  A.  G.  to  Gen.  Lockwood. 
Rejoined  his  Battidion,  when  it  was  added  to  the  Army  of  tlie  Po- 
tomac. May  1st,  secured  and  gave  to  Gen.  Wool  plans  of  Norfolk 
defences,  whifh  assisted  in  the  capture  of  that  city.     After  a  short 
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stav  at  Yorktown,  his  Battalion  joined  the  Artillery  Reserve  at 
Coal  Harbor,  June  1,  '62,  where  it  had  an  engagement  with  four 
rebel  batteries.  During  the  "  Seven  Days  "  the  Battalion  was  held 
in  reserve  until  the  battle  of  Malvern  Hill,  Jiily  1,  in  Avhich  Big- 
elow's  left  fore-arm  was  fractured  while  he  was  getting  a  gun  into 
batteiy,  to  relieve  two  regiments  which  were  then  in  a  critical  posi- 
tion. Still,  he  repulsed  the  advancing  enemy  with  double-shotted 
canister,  and  accomplished  his  object.  Furloughed,  and  after  four 
months  reported  for  duty.  Was  actively  engaged  in  the  battle  of 
Fredericsburg,  of  Dec.  '62,  covering  the  crossing  and  recrossing 
of  Franklin's  Grand  Div.,  and  Meade's  advance  on  the  left.  Jan. 
1,  '63,  still  suffering  in  health,  improved  an  opportunity  to  leave 
the  service,  declining  the  command  of  a  Light  Battery  offered  him 
by  Gov.  Bradford  of  Md.  Arriving  in  Mass.,  and  moved  by  the 
lack  of  an  earnest  war-spirit  among  the  people,  he  tendered  Gov. 
Andrew  his  services,  and  was  commissioned  Capt.  9th  Mass.  Bat- 
tery, Feb.  11,  '63.  Joined  the  Battery  at  Fort  Ramsay,  Va., 
INIarch  1 ;  in  April,  was  ordered  to  Centreville  ;  Batt.  was  engaged 
lor  the  first  time  on  the  left  in  the  battle  of  Gettysburg,  where,  on 
July  2,  Bigelow  was  ordered,  unsupported,  to  check  the  enemy 
until  Gen.  Sickles  could  re-form  his  men.  He  broke  the  centre  of 
the  advancing  line,  but  its  flanks  closed  in  upon,  and  overpowered, 
him.  A  large  number  of  his  officers  and  men  were  killed  and 
wounded, —  among  the  latter  was  Serg.  Fenton,  formerly  of  our 
class, —  his  horses  were  shot  (his  own  among  the  rest),  himself  hit 
in  the  hand  and  abdomen,  and  he  was  at  length  compelled  to  leave 
in  the  hands  of  the  enemy  four  of  his  pieces.  But  not  long,  how- 
ever, for  he  had  given  to  Gen.  Sickles  time  to  prepare  for  a  counter- 
charge, in  which  the  guns  were  recaptured,  and  the  lost  ground  re- 
gained. His  wounds  kept  him  at  home,  in  Brighton,  several 
months.  He  subsequently  received  an  injury  to  the  knee  ;  but  is 
still  supposed  to  be  in  active  service,  though  not  heard  from  by  the 
Secretary  for  half  a  year.     Address,  via  Washington,  D.  C. 

Charles  Lee  Bixby,  b.  in  Barre,  Mass,  April  27,  1841.  Was 
fitted  for  College  by  Mr.  John  E.  Horr,  of  Brookline. 

Immediately  after  graduation,  applied  for  a  Cadetship  in  U.  S. 
N.,  but  failed  to  obtain  it  on  account  of  age.  Accepted  "  a  position 
as  Officer  in  the  U.  S.  Coast  Survey,"  and  was  ordered  to  Narra-

n;anset  Ray,  wliore  lie  remained  till  the  expeditioji  to  Port  Roj'al 
under  Admiral  Dupont,  when  he  was  ordered  to  join  that  expedi- 
tion, with  a  party  under  the  command  of  Capt.  Boutelle  of  the 
Coast  Survey.  Sailino;  from  N.  Y.  on  U.  S.  Schr,  "  Arago,"  they 
arrived  at  Port  Royal  just  too  late  to  see  the  fight.  He  was  en- 
gaged in  surveying  the  islands  and  harbors  on  the  South  Carolina 
Coast  for  about  eight  months,  after  which  he  resigned  his  position, 
and  entered  upon  a  business  lite,  with  the  firm  of  Wilson,  Hamilton 
&  Co.,  cor.  Franklin  and  Devonshire  Sts.,  Boston,  which  is  his 
present  address. 

Thomas  Kelly  Bolton,  b.  in  May,  1840. 

After  graduation,  was  engaged  in  recruiting  men  in  Ohio.  Since 
then,  has  been  through  a  course  of  law  in  Cleveland,  where  he 
was  admitted  to   the  bar  in   Aug.  '63,  when  he  began  practising. 

Address,  Cleveland,  Ohio. 

Allkn  Foster  Boone,  b.  Nov.  1838.  Fitted  for  College  in 
High  School,  in  Chelsea,  Mass.,  under  Mr.  O.  C.  Pitkin. 

Aug.  '62  — July,  '63,  private  in  Co.  H  (1st  Lieut.,  E.  C.  John- 
son, Class  of  '60),  44th  Mass.  Time  of  service  spent  in  N.  C. 
under  Gen.  Foster,  at  first  with  his  regiment,  but  most  of  the  time 
as  clerk  at  Headquarters  18th  Army  Corps,  where  his  duties  de- 
tained him  a  few  weeks  after  his  comrades  had  embarked  for  home. 
Soon  after  his  return  home  in  July  '63,  his  father  died.  Since  the 
Autumn  of  '63  he  has  been  in  business  with  his  brother,  firm  of 
Boone  &  Frost,  Milk  St.,  Boston,  where  he  may  be  addressed,  or 
at  Winchester,  Mass. 

Hkn]iv  Pkkering  Boavditch,  b.  in  Boston,  April  4,  1840. 
Was  at  on«'  time  under  the  instruction  of  Mr.  T.  R.  Sullivan  —  af- 
terwards under  Mr.  T.  G.  Bradford.  In  '53,  entered  Mr.  E.  S. 
DixwelTs  School,  where  he  fitted  for  College,  entering  in'  57,  though 
prepart'd  to  come  in  '5ti. 

Sfpt.  —  Oct. 'til,  studying  Chemistry  in  the  Scientific  School, 
H.  \j.  Nov.  6.  'Jll.  commissioned  2d  Lieut,  Co.  G.,  2d  Battalion, 
1st  .Ma.ss.  Cav.  .Ian.  10,  '62,  embarked  at  N.  Y.  for  Port  Royal. 
Feb.  —  Jinu*  '52,  Co.  (t  on  picket  dutv  and  scouting  on    Edisto    Is- 
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land.  He  was  commissioned  1st  Lieut.,  Co.  E,  Jmie  28,  '62.  At 
battle  of  Secessionville,  in  June,  1st  Mass,  Cav.  a  part  of  the  re- 
serve, and  at  the  evacuation  of  James  Island,  in  July,  it  returned 
to  Hilton  Head,  whence  in  Aug.  the  1st  and  2d  Battalions  sailed 
for  Va.  Bowditch,  however,  was  left  behind  in  charge  of  a  part 
of  his  Co.  which  failed  to  get  transportation,  but  rejoined  his  Bat- 
tahon  in  Oct.,  at  Hagerstown,  Md.  Winter  quarters  and  picket 
duty  on  Potomac  Creek,  Va.  At  battle  of  Fredericsburg,  Dec. 
13,  '62,  in  the  reserve.  Started  on  the  Stoneman  raid  April  13, 
'68,  in  which  he  was  erroneously  reported  killed,  his  name  beino- 
confounded  with  that  of  his  cousin.  Commissioned  Capt.,  Co.  E, 
May  25,  '63.  Summer  and  Autumn  of  '63,  very  actively  employed. 
In  the  actions  of,  Stevensbui'g,  June  9, —  Aldie,  June  17  (in  which 
his  company  guidon  was  struck  six  times  by  bullets), —  Upperville, 
June, —  Culpepper,  Sept., —  Rapidan  Station,  Sept., —  Bristoe  Sta- 
tion, Oct., — New  Hope  Church,  Nov.  27,  when  he  received  a  "  com- 
fortable "  gunshot  wound  in  the  right  fore-arm.  Furloughed  in  Dec. 
Honorably  discharged  Feb.  15,  '64.  March  27,  '64,  qommissioned 
Major  in  5th  Mass.  Cav.  May  8,  '64,  started  for  Washington, 
where  his  regiment  received  orders  to  report  to  Gen.  Butler,  and 
was,  on  May  30,  at  City  Point,  Va.,  dismounted  and  armed  with 
muskets.     Address,  via  Washington,  D.  C. 

Jeremiah  Wesley  Boyden,  b.  Nov.  1838,  Fitted  for  College 
in  a  rapid  two  years'  course  at  the  Boston  Public  Latin  School, 
under  Mr,  Francis  Gardner. 

In  the  Autumn  of  '61,  was  Sub-Master  of  the  Chapman  Gram- 
mar School  in  East  Boston.  Feb.  '62  —  July  '63,  Master  of  the 
High  School'in  Nahant,  and  studying  medicine.  Sept.  '63,  enter- 
ed Harvard  Medical  School.  In  the  Spring  of  '64  he  was  appointed 
Acting  Asst.  Surgeon,  U.  S.  N.,  and  assigned  to  U,  S,  Str,  "Wave," 
of  the  West  Gulf  Blockading  Fleet,  which  was  attacked  unexpect- 
edly on  May  8,  and,  unable  to  get  up  steam,  was,  together  with  the 
"  Granite  City,"  compelled  to  surrender,  after  a  severe  struggle, 
in  Calcasieu  Pass,-  La,  At  last  accounts  Boyden  had  been  released, 
and  was  on  his  way  to  Mobile,  to  report  to  Adm,  Farragut.

IIkrman  Francis  Bkashear,  b.  July  7,  18ol>.  Studied  four 
vcars  ;it  tlie  "  Hui^lios  High  School""  —  fitting  for  College  at  that 
institution.  Has  sj)ent  many  winters  in  New  Orleans,  though  Cin- 
cinnati has  always  been  his  home.

24,  when  started  to  destroy  the  bridges  over  the  N.  &  S.  Anna 
rivers,  as  the  advance  of  Gen.  Dix's  ])eninsular  expedition.  In 
this  expedition  (J*  ii.  W.  11.  I'.  Lee  (II.  U.  '58)  was  discovered 
by  Lieut.  ( iiiiw  C;ipt.)   KiiuKTv,  2(1    Mass.  Cav.,  lying  wounded  in 
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a  house,  and  brought  away  a  prisoner  in  his  carriage.  On  his  re- 
turn to  Gloucester  Point,  Dabney  was  taken  seriously  ill  with  ty- 
phoid fever.  Partly  recovering,  he  received  a  furlough  and  was  at 
home  till  Oct.  8,  when  he  rejoined  his  regt.  at  Fairfax  Court  House. 
During  last  winter  picketing  in  the  vicinity  of  Vienna,  and  hunting 
Mosby.  Feb.  5,  '64,  commissioned  Capt.,  2d  Mass.  Cav.  On 
Feb.  22,  Dabney  was  with  a  detachment  of  his  Regt.  under  com- 
mand of  Capt.  Reed,  near  Drainsville,  when  they  were  unexpect- 
edly attacked  by  a  superior  force  of  the  enemy,  and  met  with  con- 
siderable loss,  Dabney  escaping  unhurt,  though  his  horse  was 
wounded.  May  26,  detailed  as  Asst.  Judge  Advocate  on  the  staff 
of  Maj.  Gen.  Augur,  at  Washington,  —  which  is  still  his  address 
(June  8). 

Henry  Jonas  Doolittle,  b.  in  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  March  4, 
1839.  From  '39  to  '51,  lived  in  Wyoming  County,  N.  Y., —  since 
then  in  Racine",  Wis.  Studied  four  years  in  Racine,  under  Rev. 
Roswell  Park,  D.  D.  In  summer  of  ^'5Q,  was  employed  with  en- 
gineers in  constructing  the  Racine  and  Mississippi  R.  R.  In  vaca- 
tion, Aug.  '59,  walked  from  Centre  Harbor,  N.  H.,  over  the  White 
Mountains,  and  west  as  far  as  Lake  Champlain. 

After  graduation,  he  spent  a  few  months  at  Washington,  with 
his  father,  Senator  Doolittle  ;  then,  going  to  Racine,  while  study- 
ing law  he  acted  as  military  instructor  to  two  companies  of  troops. 
Early  in  the  Spring  of  1862  he  received  an  appointment  on  the 
staff  of  Gen.  C.  S.  Hamilton,  with  whom  he  served  in  the  Peninsu- 
lar Campaign,  afterwards  at  Harper's  Ferry,  and  still  later,  near 
Corinth,  Mississippi.  In  the  Summer  he  applied  for  a  short  fur- 
lough, that  he  might  complete  the  family  circle  gathered  to  celebrate 
his  parents'  "  silver  wedding,"  on  July  27.  Before  the  furlough 
arrived  he  Avas  attacked  with  the  typhoid  fever,  and  was  taken  to 
his  home  in  Racine,  Wis.,  where  he  died  Aug.  10,  '62.  In  his 
delirium,  while  surrounded  by  his  nearest  relatives  and  best  friends, 
he  begged  piteously  to  be  "  taken  home." 

O  broad-shouldered,  and  large  hearted  one,  ambitious  and  kind, 
sensitive  and  ready  to  forgive,  impulsive  and  yet  pure,  earnest  for 
right,  and  against  wrong,  patriotic  and  true,  much  teased  in  boyish 
sports,  and  much  loved  in  manly  hearts,  —  who  among  us  conject- 
ured that  1/ou  would  be  taken  to  your  final  home  first  of  all  our 
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number  !  In  yuu,  our  Country-  has  lost  a  brave  defender  ;  Justice 
an  able  advocate  ;  the  home  circle  a  heart  full  of  warm  affections ; 
our  class  a  member  whose  genial  and  portly  presence  will  ever  be 
missed,  as  we  meet  together  from  year  to  year ;  and  whose  name 
will  ever  be  uttered  with  sincere  respect,  as  we  think  of  our  first 
bereavement,  and  the  Hrst  of  our  patriot  dead.

Stephen  Goodhue  Emerson,  b.  in  Chester,  N.  H.,  July  17, 
1838.  Lived  on  his  father's  farm  most  of  the  time  till  removal  to 
Chelsea,  or  vicinity,  in  18-58.  Taught  school  at  different  times 
before  and  during  College  course.  Studied  under  Mr.  Silas  M. 
Moore,  of  Chester  Academy  ;  afterwards  —  in  '5o  and  '56  —  in 
Phillips'  Academy,  Andover,  —  Dr.  Taylor.  Entered  College 
second  term  Freshman. 

Sept.  '61  —  July  6'2,  in  Andover  Theol.  Sem.,  with  classmates 
Fiske,  Snow,  and  Wright.  July  '62,  joined  a  Chelsea  Co.  of  nine 
months'  men,  then  forming ;  but  before  being  mustered  in,  enlisted 
in  Co.  H,  1st  Mass.  Infantry,  which  regt.  was,  when  he  reached 
it,  on  Sept.  4,  near  Alexandria,  where  it  remained  for  some  month.s, 
taking  tiuTis  with  others  in  picket  duty.  In  Bumside's  advance 
on  Fre<lericksburg,  Dec.  13,  «tc.,  he  was  with  his  regt.,  which 
was  mostly  engaged  in  skirmishing,  and  covered  the  rear  when 
the  army  re-crossed  the  Rappahannock.  At  this  time  his  cousin 
and  comrade,  Nathaniel  Emerson,  from  Williams  College,  was 
wounded.  Jan.  18,  '63,  started  on  Bumside's  unfortunate  "mud 
camj.aign.''  From  the  time  of  the  return  of  the  regt.  after  this 
attempti-d  forward  movement  till  May,  it  was  engaged  in  picket- 
ing ami  road  building  ;  and  on  May  3.  '63,  Emerson  was  instantly 
killed,  in  iIk*  battle  of  Chancellorsville  ;  his  regt.  being  then  in 
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Carr's  Brigade  (1st),  of  Sickles'  Corps  (3d).  For  a  long  time 
his  fate  was  unknown.  He  was  reported  missing,  and  it  was  hoped 
that  he  was  a  prisoner.  A  friend  sent  to  look  for  his  body,  if,  in- 
deed, he  had  fallen,  could  not  reach  the  battle-field ;  letters  were 
kindly  answered,  but  elicited  no  information  concerning  him;  and 
months  passed  on,  till  the  little  lingering  remnant  of  hope  in  the 
hearts  of  his  fi'iends,  served  only  to  keep  alive  the  most  painful 
anxiety.  At  last,  late  in  the  Autumn,  his  parents  learned  that  one 
was  living  who  had  seen  Emerson  tall,  —  a  comrade  who  was 
wounded  and  taken  prisoner  at  that  time,  —  who  reported  that 
our  classmate  and  another  man  and  himself,  not  having  heard  the 
order  to  retreat,  were  the  last  to  lea^'e  an  advanced  ritle-pit  which 
the  enemy  had  nearly  surrounded.  As  they  were  retiring  all 
three  were  hit,  —  Emerson  by  a  ball  which  passed  through  his 
head.  He  fell  upon  his  back,  gasped,  and  died  without  a  struggle, 
and  without  a  word. 

What  need  of  last  words  from  the  lips  of  one  whose  every-day 
life  was  a  preparation  for  another,  and  a  holier  ?  What  need  of 
offering  a  prayer  in  his  death  agony,  when,  in  health  and  strength, 
he  could  write  :  "  I  am  ready "  to  enter  the  battle.  "  Feel  as 
little  concerned  about  me  as  you  can.  Commend  me  to  God,  and 
I  will  try  to  commend  myself  to  Him."  What  need  of  reiterating 
in  his  last  breath  the  patriotism  which  prompted  him  soberly  and 
seriously  to  say  :  "  Let  the  war  go  on,  —  let  it  take  all  that  it  needs, 
until  the  rebellion  is  utterly  crushed  ? "  When  he  used  those 
words,  —  for  he  was  not  wont  to  use  words  thoughtlessly,  —  he 
meant,  "  Even  if  it  needs  my  life  ;"  and  our  Heavenly  Father  has 
accepted  the  sacrifice  which  he  so  freely  offered,  and  has  taken  him 
to  Himself.  The  body  of  a  "  private,  unknown,"  lies  in  a  shallow 
trench  on  that  terrible  battle-field,  or  has  been  consumed  in  the 
flames  Avhich  licked  up  the  blood  there  spilt ;  the  soul  of  a  modest, 
pure,  devoted.  Christian  patriot  has  gone  to  its  reward  ;  and  an- 
other is  added  to  those  who  beckon  to  us  from  a  better  land. 


Samuel  FRA^'KLI^  Emmons,  b.  in  Boston,  March  29,  1841. 
Studied  five  years  preceding  entering  College,  at  Mr.  Dixwell's 
School. 

June  26,  '61,  sailed  for  Europe  with  his  mother  and  younger 
brother,  in  same  steamer  with  Farrar,  intending  to  spend  a  year  in 
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travelling.  Visited  Great  Britain,  the  Rhine,  and  Switzerland, 
and  arrived  in  Paris  in  the  Autumn,  intending  to  spend  the  winter 
in  Italy.  His  mother  being  obliged  to  return  home,  however,  he 
determined  to  remain  in  order  to  study  the  profession  of  Mining 
Engineering  ;  and  in  Jan.  '62,  began  a  course  of  preparation  for 
I'Ecole  des  Mines  do  Paris,  which  he  entered  as  "  Eleve  Etranger," 
Nov.  15.  With  the  exception  of  a  month  or  two,  spent  in  Belgium 
and  Holland,  in  the  Autumn  of  '63,  visiting  mines  and  founderies, 
he  continued  in  this  school  till  the  latter  part  of  May  '64,  when  he 
passed  the  examinations.  He  had  planned,  according  to  a  letter 
mailed  June  3,  to  go,  after  a  geological  expedition  to  Normandy, 
direct  to  Freiberg,  Saxony,  to  complete  his  studies,  by  a  year's 
work  there  ;  intending  to  occupy  the  two  months  before  the  lec- 
tures begin  in  Oct.,  by  a  practical  course  with  pick  and  hammer  in 
the  mines,  learning  German  among  the  miners.

A])ril  10,  '63,  commissioned 
2d  Lieut.,  Ttli  Maine  ;  and,  more  recently  made  1st  Lieut,  in  the 
same  regt.  'J'aken  prisoner.  May  4,  near  P^vdericksburg,  and  sent 
to  Richmond  :  l»ut  soon  ])ermitted  to  retnrn  to  liis  dnties.

William  Yates  Gholson,  Jr^  b.  in  Pontotoc,  Mississippi, 
March  11,  1842.  Studied  under  Mr.  Jos.  Herron,  of  Cincinnati, 
Ohio,  which  has  been  his  home  since  1845  ;  afterwards,  under  Mr. 
E.  S.  Brooks.     Entered  second  term  Freshman. 

After  graduation,  tried  to  enter  West  Point,  but.  Congress  not 
enlarging  the  Academy,  as  was  expected,  he  began  the  study  of 
law  ^Yith  his  father,  paying  considerable  attention  to  the  languages 
and  j)hilosophy.  Immediately,  in  answer  to  the  President's  call  for 
300,000  volunteers,  in  July  '62,  he  obtained  permission  of  the  Gov. 
of  Ohio  to  raise  a  regiment  of  Germans,  and  opened  the  first  re- 
cruiting office  in  Cincinnati,  under  the  new  call.  He  was  com- 
missioned 1st  Lieut.,  106th  Ohio,  July  16,  and  Captain,  Co.  A, 
July  24,  having  Julius  Dexter,  of  the  class  of  '60,  as  his  1st  Lieut. 
While  the  regiment  was  at  Camp  Dennison,  the  enemy  made  a 
feint  on  Cincinnati,  and  the  106th  was  hastily  ordered  into  Ken- 
tucky, on  the  night  of  Sept.  3,  first  to  Tunnel  Batteries  near  Cov- 
ington, then  to  Louisville,  then,  in  Oct.,  to  S.  Frankfort,  where, 
while  detailed  as  Capt.  of  the  Provost  Guard,  Gholson  arrested  his 
Brig.  Gen.  on  a  charge  of  horse-stealing.  On  the  ten  days'  forced 
march  to  Bowling  Green,  Gholson  acted  as  Brigade  Adjutant ;  and 
was  made  sen.  A.  D.  C.  and  Chief  of  Staff,  Oct.  26.  On  Nov.  9, 
his  brigade,  tlie  30th  of  the  14th  coi*ps,  was  ordered  to  Glasgow, 
Ky.,  thence  to  Hartsville,  Temi.,  where,  owing  to  lack  of  precau- 
tions on  the    part   of  A.  Brig.  Gen.  Moore,  it   was  surprised  by  a 
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sUglitlv  superior  force  under  John  Morgan,  at  daylight,  Dec.  7. 
The  106th,  on  the  left,  broke  early  in  the  fight,  —  Gholson,  then 
A.  A.  A.  G.,  vainly  striving  to  rally  them.  He  then  hurried  to  the 
right,  where,  gallantly  leading  the  104th  111.,  which  seems  alone  to 
have  fought  bravely,  he  fell  from  his  horse  killed  instantly,  bearing 
three  wounds,  two  on  his  head,  and  the  third  made  by  a  minie  ball 
which  passed  through  his  heart.  His  body  was  stripped  of  cap, 
boots,  overcoat,  sword,  and  revolver,  but  was  sent  home  in  good 
preservation  ;  and  on  Dec.  12,  '62,  after  a  strictly  private  funeral, 
was  committed  to  the  family  lot  in  Spring  Grove  Cemetery. 

As  we  recall  to  mind  him  who  thus  early  gave  his  life  for  his 
country,  and  picture  him  as  he  once  was  among  us,  we  feel  that  he 
must  have  made  a  good  officer.  His  bearing  was  soldierly  ;  there 
was  dignity  in  his  whole  appearance  ;  and,  more  than  this,  he  had 
that  self-respect  which  always  elicits  the  respect  of  others.  In  the 
sincere  conviction  that  the  Government  ought  to  proclaim,  and  act 
upon,  an  anti-slavery  purpose,  he  declined  taking  up  arms  till  it 
shoujd  do  so  ;  but,  when  the  pressing  need  of  more  men  came,  he 
could  hold  back  no  longer,  and  threw  himself  with  all  enthusiasm 
into  the  work. 

His  remarkable  independence  of  character  was  again  shown  by 
his  refusal  to  accept  without  question  hereditary  doctrinal  opinions, 
and  his  efforts  by  reading  and  reflection  to  settle  the  great  problems 
at  the  foundation  of  all  religion.  Though  we  may  feel  that  he 
yielded  to  reason  more  than  she  could  rightfully  claim,  and  though 
his  conclusions  may  sadden  us,  yet  we  find  something  lofty  in  his 
mind's  demand  for  thorough  investigation  ;  and,  as  we  see  liim, 
with  high  purposes,  earnestly  pursuing  his  studies,  and  recoiling 
from  contact  with  those  who,  by  their  low  vices,  disgraced  them- 
selves and  the  country  they  pretended  to  serve  ;  and  putting  to 
shame  the  incapacity  and  cowardice  around  him  on  that  last  sad 
day,  by  a  glorious  example  of  efficiency  and  courage,  —  our  hearts 
swell  with  proud  recollections  of  his  many  virtues,  and  melt  with 
tender  regrets  at  his  early  death-

July  *G1  —  March  '&2,  studying  medicine  with  H.  G.  Clark,  M. 
D.,  Boston.  ]\Iarch  27,  '62,  ujipointed  Medical  Cadet,  U.  S.  A., 
and  attached  to  the  staff  of  Maj.  Gen.  Franklin,  as  Assistant  to  the 
Medical  Director  of  the  6th  Corps,  from  July  6  to  Sept.  lo,  the 
day  after  the  battle  of  South  Mountain.  The  rest  of  his  service  as 
Med.  Cad.  was  rendered  in  hospitals  at  Washington,  Frederick. 
Md.,  and  Alexandria.  Nov.  10,  '62,  appointed  Act.  Asst.  Surg. 
U.  S.  N.,  and  immediately  ordered  before  the  Naval  Medical  Board 
in  Philadel])hia,  as  a  candidate  for  the  position  of  Asst.  Surgeon  in 
the  regular  Corps.  Was  successful,  receiving  his  commission  Jan.

In  Public 
Schools,  Quincy  School,  then  Latin  School  fi-om  '52  to  '5o  ;  then 
two  years  at  Roxbury  Latin  School,  under  Mr.  Buck. 

Oct.  18,  '61,  enlisted  as  private  (the  first  such  case  in  the  class), 
in  Co.  E,  24th  Mass.,  Col.  T.  G.  Stevenson  (since  Brig.  Gen., 
recently  killed  in  Virginia).  Was  soon  made  Corp.  In  Dec. 
regt.  ordered  to  Annapolis.  Jan.  9,  '62,  sailed  in  the  *'  Guide,"  as 
a  part  of  Gen.  Foster's  Brigade,  on  "  Burnside's  Expedition." 
Suffered,  with  the  rest,  in  the  memorable  storm  off  Hatteras. 
Tninsj)ort  getting  aground,  the  24th  did  not  participate  actively  in 
the  battle  of  Roanoke  Island.     On  the  14th  of  April  it  formed  the 
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extreme  right  of  the  line,  in  the  battle  of  Newberne.  The  next 
nine  months  we're  spent  there,  with  occasional  expeditions,  and 
some  picket  duty.  June  5,  in  action  at  Tranter's  Creek,  near 
Washington,  N.  C.  Gould  was  sick  much  of  the  time  while  at 
Newberne.  In  Sept.,  received  news  of  the  death  of  his  brother, 
killed  at  Antietam.  The  24th  started  for  S.  C.  Jan.  27,  '63,  and 
landed  on  St.  Helena  Island,  Feb.  9.  There,  and  on  Seabrook's, 
and  James,  and  Morris  Island,  picketing  and  fortifying  occupied 
the  time  till  Aug.,  including  some  more  exciting  work  before  Fort 
Wagner.  Aug.  25,  Gould  was  detailed  as  clerk  in  the  Adjutant 
Gen.'s  Office,  where  he  remained  till  commissioned,  Dec.  25, 
through  the  unsolicited  kindness  of  Col.  N.  P.  Hallowell,  2d  Lieut, 
in  the  oOth  Mass.,  then  on  Folly  Island.  Having  received  notice 
of  his  appointment  as  Capt.  in  the  59th  Mass.,  on  March  4,  '64, 
he  sailed  for  home.  The  59th  left  for  the  Army  of  the  Potomac, 
April  26,  and  on  the  6th  of  May,  then  being  in  the  1st  Division, 
(Gen.  Stevenson's)  of  the  9th  Corps,  was  engaged  in  the  battle  of 
the  Wilderness,  and  within  an  hour  Gould  was  wounded  in  his  left 
hand  and  fore-arm,  losing  a  little  finger  ;  and  is  now  at  home  on 
furlough.

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Va,  and  N.  C.  ;  but,  at  liis  own   request,  Gen.  Butler  suspended 
the  order.     At  present  (June  3)  "  awaiting  orders."

Heavy  Artillery,  and  spent  some 
niontlis  in  recruiting.  Jan.  —  June  '64,  Co.  stationed  near  Norfolk, 
Va.  ;    May  27th,  in  Fort  Ha/lett.

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Thomas  Joseph  Leavitt,  b.  in  Boston,  Oct.  31,  1840.  His 
father,  Joseph  Melcher  Leavitt,  a  merchant  in  Boston,  died  in  '48, 
when  his  mother  removed  to  Hampton  Falls,  N.  H.,  and  in  '53  to 
Woburn,  Mass.,  where  she  is  still  living.  At  H.  F.,  Leavitt  at- 
tended Rockingham  Academy,  under  Rev.  Lysander  Dickerman, 
but  finished  his  preparation  for  College  in  the  High  School  in 
Woburn.  In  the  Autumn  of  '60,  he  entered  the  employ  of  the 
Burlington  and  Missoim  R.  R.  Co.,  and  went  to  Burlington,  Iowa, 
to  reside,  coming  East,  however,  to  graduate  with  his  class. 

He  had  thus  spent  nearly  two  years  in  business,  allowing  the  soli- 
citations of  his  mother  to  check  his  own  eagerness  to  enter  the  army ; 
until  at  length  he  could  hold  back  no  longer.  The  calls  of  a  coun- 
try in  distress  proved  louder  than  the  pleadings  of  a  mother's  for- 
boding  heart,  and,  in  Oct.  '62,  he  enlisted  as  a  private  in  the  6th 
Iowa  Cav.  His  intelligence  and  efficiency  were  not  long  unnoticed, 
and  he  was  soon  appointed  Serg.  Major,  and,  after  a  few  months, 
commissioned  2d  Lieut.  Much  to  his  regret,  and  contrary  to  ex- 
pectation, his  regt.  was  assigned  to  frontier  service,  against  the  hos- 
tile Sioux  of  Minnesota  and  Dacotah.  After  a  wearisome  winter 
in  camp,  and  many  toilsome  marches,  the  Indians  were  discovered 
in  the  vicinity  of  White  Stone  Hill,  near  the  middle  of  Dacotah 
Territory,  on  the  P.  M.  of  Sept.  3,  '63.  Brig.  Gen.  Sully  immedi- 
ately ordered  an  attack,  and  the  6th  Iowa  led  in  the  charge. 
Leavitt  was  at  the  time  acting  as  Adjutant  of  his  regt.,  and  was 
also  on  the  General's  staff.  He  is  reported  to  have  been  one  of 
the  first  to  enter  the  fight  (which  continued  until  late  in  the  even- 
ing, and  resulted  in  the  complete  defeat  of  the  Indians),  and  it  is 
thought  that,  being  carried  beyond  the  support  of  his  men,  he  was 
surrounded,  his  horse  shot,  and  he  himself  stabbed,  partly  stripped, 
and  left  for  dead.  Life  not  being  quite  extinct,  however,  he  crawled 
into  camp  before  the  next  morning,  and  died  there  amid  his  men, 
on  Sept.  4.  Both  officers  and  men  showed  how  sincere  was  their 
affection  for  him,  by  the  respect  which  they  paid  to  his  remains. 
Making  a  coffin  from  such  materials  as  could  be  obtained,  they 
brought  his  body  in  it  many  miles  on  their  homeward  march.  At 
last,  not  finding  it  possible  to  convey  it  farther,  they  committed  it 
to  the  earth  on  the  banks  of  the  Cheyenne  river  (or  "  Shayen  "), 
a  short  distance  above  Fort  Pierre.  There,  far  away  in  those  West- 
ern wilds,  lies  all  that  was  mortal  of  our  genial  classmate  and  friend. 
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Regrets  will  not  call  back  to  us  his  bodily  presence  ;  but  meni- 
orv  shall  often  brinn;  close  to  our  view  those  striking  features,  — 
the  large,  good-humored,  playful  mouth,  the  keen,  piercing  eyes, 
the  forehead  with  its  careless  lock  astray,  —  features  which,  as  we 
looked  upon  them,  gave  but  hints  of  the  real  sterling  qualities  dis- 
coverable in  his  heart.  The  only  son  of  a  widowed  mother ! 
Other —  alas  !  how  many  other  classmates  have  given  life  for  their 
countrv,  —  all  they  could  give  :  but  it  seems  almost  as  if  Leavitt 
had  gi\en  more.

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James  Rundlet  May,  b.  Jan.  1832.  Entered  Class  first  term 
Sophomore. 

Kov.  "61  —  Aug.  "62,  studying  medicine  in  Portsmouth,  N.  H., 
—  his  home.  Aug.  '02,  entered  Judiciary  Sq.  Hospital,  in  Wash- 
ington, and  acted  as  Medical  Cadet  till  sickness  compelled  him  to 
spend  several  months  at  home.  Regaining  his  health  he  returned 
to  the  Hospital,  where  he  remained  till  July  '63.  In  the  Autumn, 
entered  the  Jefferson  Medical  School,  in  Phila.,  and  in  Feb.  '64, 
was  appointed  A.  A.  Surgeon,  U.  S.  N.,  and  ordered  to  the  Ports- 
mouth Navy  Yard,  and  thence  to  the  "  Kingfisher,"  of  the  South 
Atlantic  Blockading  Squadron,  then  in  St.  Helena  Sound.  He 
had  hardly  joined  her  when  she  ran  upon  a  sand-bar,  near  her  usual 
anchorage,  and  sank.

At 
close  of  Junior  year,  weakness  of  his  eyes,  and  the  illness  of  his 
father,  induced  him  to  accompany  the  family  to  Europe  again. 

Sailed  from  N.  Y.,  July  "60.  Besides  repeating  part  of  former 
tour,  visited  Spain,  Egypt,  Palestine,  Greece,  and  Turkey,  passing 
from  the  last  into  Germany,  via  Black  Sea  and  Danube.  Spent 
six  months  in  the  University  of  Berlin,  attending  lectures  on  the 
Roman  Law.  Returned  home  in  the  Spring  of  '62.  July  '62, 
commissioned  senior  1st  Lieut.,  18  N.  Y.  Vol.  Light  Artillery. 
His  battery,  organized  to  use  a  peculiar  gun,  was  at  first  attached 
to  the  108th  N.  Y.,  Col.  Palmer  ;  and  was  with   the   regt.  during 
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tlie  marcli  tliroiioli  Maryland  in  Sept.  Mumford  was  then  ordered 
to  Wasliington,  and  afterwards  to  N.  Y.,  where  he  acted  for  a  time 
on  Gen.  Strong's  staff;  but,  rejoining  the  battery,  when  it  was 
ordered  to  report  to  Gen.  Banks,  he  sailed  for  New  Orleans  in  the 
"  Illinois."  Arriving  in  N.  O.  they  w^ere  sent  to  Baton  Rouge, 
and  soon  after  exchanged  their  guns  for  20  lb.  Parrots,  During 
the  Winter,  '62  —  '68,  and  Spring,  they  were  in  active  service  in 
the  Dept.  of  the  Gulf,  going  up  and  down  the  Mississippi  eight 
times.  An  illness  of  three  months,  during  which  Mumford  was 
constantly  on  duty,  terminated  in  a  sickness  so  severe,  that  he  was 
compelled  to  resign  his  commission,  May  '63  ;  when  he  was  brought 
North  by  his  father.

Str.  "  Rattler,"  then  and  since  patrolling  a  part  of  the  river  be- 
tween Natchez  and  Vicksburg  ;  tliough  for  three  months  employed 
ill  guarding  the  "  Indianola  "  sunk  off  Jeff.  Davis'  ])lantation.

Aug.  —  Sci)t.   "t>l.    with    ^\'nl.   Carter  &   Bro.,    booksellers   and 
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Publishers,  7  Water  St.,  Boston.  Oct.  '61  —  March  'G2,  at  home, 
Newton  Upper  Falls.  March  '62,  entered  Engineering  Depart- 
ment, Lawrence  Scientific  School.  Julv  '62,  appointed  Proctor. 
Sept.  —  Oct.  '62,  taught  class  in  Descriptive  Geometry  in  L.  S.  S. 
March  —  July  '63,  while  continuing  his  own  studies,  including  a 
special  course  of  Mineralogy,  under  Prof.  Cooke,  took  charge  of 
the  class  in  Analytical  Geometry  and  Surveying.

Samuel  Dunn  Phillips,  b.  in  Boston,  Dec.  12,1838,  Studied 
under  Mr.  T.  Kidder.      From  '52  to  '57,  in  Public  Latin  School. 

Sept.  —  Dec.  '61,  studying  medicine  with  his  uncle.  Dr.  E.  Rey- 
nolds, Boston.  Dec.  '61  —  Feb.  '62,  teaching  District  School,  in 
Tewksbury,  Mass.  March  3,  '62,  sailed  in  the  "  Atlantic,"  from 
N.  y.  for  Port  Royal,  in  the  service  of  the  "  Freedmen's  Educa- 
tional Commission."  March  —  Se})t.  '62,  in  charge  of  plantations 
on  Ladies'  and  St.  Helena  Islands,  superintending  and  teaching. 
Sept.  24,  '62,  returned  home  on  a  furlough.  Was  taken  sick  at 
Nahant,  with  bilious  fever.  Partially  recovered  at  the  house  of  his 
uncle,  Rev.  Dr.  Blagden,  in  Boston  ;  and  while  yet  convalescing, 
sailed  (Nov.  14)  for  Port  Royal.  Entering  upon  his  work  once 
more,  he  was  soon  again  prostrated  by  disease,  which  he  had  not 
strength  to  resist ;  and,  after  five  days  of  suifering,  on  the  afternoon 
of  Friday,  Dec.  5,  '62,  he  died.  His  body  was  committed  to  a 
tomb  with  solemn  ceremonies,  at  Port  Royal  ;  and  Gen.  Saxton 
testified  his  appreciation  of  the  loss  his  department  had  sustained,  by 
issuing  to  the  superintendents  and  teachers  in  it,  a  circular  eulogiz- 
ing the  deceased.  The  remains  w^ere  soon  brought  N.,  and,  after 
funeral  services,  on  Dec.  18,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Boston  (of  which 
Phillips  was  a  member),  were  deposited  in  Mount  Auburn ;  wdiere 
the  grave  may  be  found  on  Elder  Path,  out  of  Walnut  Av.,  a  short 
distance  from  Central  Av. 

From  the  time  when  the  war  broke  out  till  the  day  of  his  death 
Phillips'  heart  was  with  the  army.  Only  the  earnest  petitions,  and 
even  remonstrances  of  friends  prevented  him  from  accepting  a  com- 
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mission  offered  liim,  Ijcforo  irrnduatioii.  Even  wliile  cnfjaocd  inliis 
■work  amono;  tlie  frcedmen  — a  work  into  which  he  entered  with  all 
the  devotion  of  an  earnest  lieart,  indeed  with  too  great  disregard  of 
self,  as  we  now  see  —  he  wrote  :  "  I  regret  every  day  I  live  not 
having  a})]ilied  for  a  commission  in  the  Army."  Again  :  "  If  I  were 
at  liome,  I  should  certainly  sue  for  a  place  in  tlie  new  enlistment ; " 
and  again  :  "I  am  confident  the  war  will  be  a  long  one,  and  I  shall 
find  my  icay  into  it  some  v)at/." 

And  yet  he  zvas  in  his  country's  service.  His  country  recognised 
it,  by  assuming  the  responsibility  for  the  support  of  the  superintend- 
ents sent  out  by  the  Educational  Commission  ;  and  his  classmates 
will  recognise  it  by  always  associating  his  memory  with  that  of  those 
of  their  number,  who  have  died  in  hosj)itals  or  on  the  battle  field. 

Phillips'  highest  ambition  was  to  do  good,  no  matter  at  what  cost 
to  himself.  Indeed,  readiness  to  deny  himself  in  any  good  cause 
was  always  one  of  the  most  marked  traits  of  his  character;  and 
although  he  could  say  that  his  work  among  the  freedmen  suited 
him  on  account  of  its  "  active  usefulness,"  yet  there  was  continually 
rising  in  his  heart  a  longing  to  enter  the  army,  which  could  have 
sprung  from  nothing  else  than  an  unwillingness  to  shrink  from  any 
sacrifice  Avhich  others  felt  called  ui)on  to  make  for  their  country. 
His  kindness  of  heart  we  well  remember,  his  thoughtfulness  of 
others,  and  his  manliness  in  actii^g  according  to  the  convictions  of 
his  conscience  ;  and  his  genial,  earnest,  generous  piety  gave  to  some 
of  us  enlarged  ideas  of  what  the  Christian  life  might  be. 

Though  he  was  struck  down  Avhen  his  work  seemed  only  just 
begun,  it  is  a  comforting  thought  that  Phillips  did  not  ])ostj)one  his 
efforts  for  usefulness  to  an  imcertain  future.  What  might  have 
been,  had  God  granted  him  long  life,  we  can  only  conjecture  ; 
what  was,  we  saw  in  the  constant,  modest  and  faitliful  imitation  of 
Him  who  "  went  about  doing  good,"  and  who  gave  His  own  life  for 
others,  which  marked  the  whole  career  of  our  beloved  classmate.

—  run  over  by  can'iage — thigh  fractured.  From  '49  to  '54,  at- 
tended Mr.  C.  M.  Vinson's  school,  in  Jamaica  Plain,  Mass.  From 
'•04  to  '50,  studied  under  Dr.  S.  F.  Smith,  of  Newton  Centre.     In 
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,  ^5Q,  removed  to  Cambridge,  and  fitted  under  Mr.   Ansel  Lamson, 
of  the  class  of  '59. 

May  '62,  began  study  of  law  in  office  of  E.  S.  Rand,  Esq., 
Boston.  Sept.  '62  —  July  '63,  in  Dane  Law  School.  Sept.  '63, 
again  office  student  in  Boston  ;  and  on  Nov.  16,  admitted  to  the 
Suffolk  bar,  after  examination  by  Judge  Putnam  of  the  Superior 
Court.  Since  that  date  has  been  in  Mr.  Rand's  office,  devoting 
himself  to  the  practical  study  of  the  law  of  real  estate.  June  7,  '64, 
started  for  Washington  to  assist  the  w^ounded  in  Armory  Square 
Hospital,  from  which  he  writes,  June  1-i.

Thomas  Rodman  Robeson,  b.  in  New  Bedford,  Mass.,  Nov.  7, 
18401  '53  —  '55,  attended  school  of  Mr.  T.  P.  Allen  (H.  U.  '42), 
in  Sterling,  Mass.  '55  —  *57,  studied  under  Mr.  Wm.  P.  Atkin- 
son, Brookliue,  Mass. 

April  '61,  served  in  the  ''  Fourth  Battalion,"  at  Fort  Independ- 
ence, Boston  Harbor.  May  28,  '61,  commissioned  2d  Lieut.,  Co. 
F,  2d  Mass.  Infantry.  Nov.  30,  '61,  commissioned  1st  Lieut., 
and  detailed  for  duty  in  the  "  Signal  "  Corps  (then  just  formed 
under  Major  Meyer),  and  in  that  service  was  present  at  the  battles 
of  Roanoke  and  Newberne.  In  the  former  he  was  stationed  in 
Commodore  Goldsborough's  flag-ship  (the  ''  Southfield  "),  which, 
from  its  advanced  position,  was  the  principal  mark  for  the  enemy's 
giTus.  Here  he  was  the  first  to  use  our  Army  Signal  System  under 
fire.  In  the  latter  battle  he  was  on  the  "  Delaware,"  Commodore 
Rowan's  flag-ship,  which  led  the  fleet  in  single  file  to  Newberne. 
Soon  after,  his  eyes  suftering  severely  in  the  performance  of  these 
duties,  he  returned  to  his  regiment,  which  had  not,  up  to  that  time, 
been  in  action.  In  all  its  subsequent  movements  he  took  part,  until 
his  death.  In  Banks'  retreat  from  Winchester  (May  '62),  to  the 
2d  Mass.  was  assigned  the  arduous  duty  of  covering  the  rear.  In 
the  battle  of  Cedar  Mountain,  in  which  the  2d  lost  14  out  of  22 
officers  engaged,  Robeson  was  shot  in  the  right  wrist ;  a  wound 
which  obtained  for  him  a  brief  furlough. 
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Aug.  10,  '62,  commissioned  Capt.,  Co.  B.  He  participated  in 
Pope's  Campaign.  At  Antietam  liis  sword  and  scabbard  received 
the  marks  of  tln-ee  bullets.  At  Chanccllorsville  he  had  the  pleas- 
ure of  capturing  a  company  of  the  enemy,  and  receiving  the  sword 
of  its  commander ;  and  he  was  engaged  in  the  action  of  Beverly 
Ford.  He  received  his  death  wound,  in  the  battle  of  Gettysburg, 
on  the  morning  of  Friday,  July  3,  '63.  His  Co.  had  been  posted 
as  skirmishers,  in  advance  of  the  regt.  At  6,  A.  M.,  the  division 
was  ordered  to  advance  ;  and  the  regt.,  charging  forward,  had  just 
come  up  to  his  men  (who  were  still  in  the  front),  when  he  was 
struck  in  the  thigh  by  a  conical  ball,  and  fell.  Though  he  was  im- 
mediately removed  to  the  hospital  tent,  and  kindly  attended  by  the 
surgeon  of  his  regt.,  his  life  could  not  be  saved.  He  lingered  till 
the  morning  of  July  6,  when  "  he  died  peacefully,  and  almost  with- 
out a  struggle."  His  remains,  obtained  and  brought  home  by  J. 
C.  Davis,  Esq.,  39  Court  St.  (H.  U.  '58),  were  interred  in  the 
family  burying-place  in  New  Bedford,  July  13. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  class  on  Commencement  Day,  July  Id, 
'63,  the  following  resolutions  were  passed  : 

"  Whkreas,  It  has  pleased  the  Almighty  to  take  from  our  num- 
ber yet  another  of  those  who  have  offered  tliemselves  to  danger  and 
death  in  behalf  of  their  country  : 

llesolved,  That  we  mourn  the  loss  of  Thomas  Rodman  Robeson, 
as  of  one  bound  to  many  of  us  by  the  tenderest  ties  of  intimate 
friendship  :  that,  while  we  lament  that  we  shall  no  more  see  his 
manly  form  among  us,  we  rejoice  that  w^e  can  recall  so  much  that 
was  noble,  generous,  frank,  and  true,  in  his  character :  that  we 
tender  our  sincere  sympathy  to  the  mother,  who,  in  giving  him  up, 
has  made  the  greatest  sacrifice  she  could  have  been  called  upon  to 
make,  for  her  country's  salvation  :  that,  while  we  cannot  hope  to 
console  her,  or  his  many  other  relatives  and  friends,  for  their,  and 
our,  great  loss,  we  would  remind  them,  as  well  as  ourselves,  of  his 
devotion  and  duty,  while  in  his  country's  service,  his  zeal  in  caring 
for  those  under  his  command,  his  bright  example  of  coolness  and 
fearlessness,  on  the  battle  field,  his  jiatience  under  suflTering,  and 
the  calmness  with  which  he  yielded  up  his  life,  when  his  Heavenly 
Father  demanded  of  him  this  extreme  test  of  patriotism. 

lif'xo/vt'd.  That  a  copy  of  the  foregoing  be  transmitted  to  the 
relatives  of  the  deceased." 

Robeson's  last  words  were  :   "  I  believe  the  cause  is  just ;  and  I 
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have  tried  to  know  and  do  my  duty."  Let  these  words  give  the 
key-note  to  the  eulogistic  thoughts  which  crowd  into  our  minds  as 
we  recall  the  many  manly  traits  of  our  fallen  classmate,  and  mourn 
his  loss.  Who  of  us  shall  earn  an  epitaph  of  more  glorious  signifi- 
cance than  is  contained  in  the  words  :  "  Duty  done  in  a  just  cause."

June  28.  Alas  for  us,  we  shall  address  this  loved  classmate  no 
more  on  earth  !  The  manuscript  must  be  taken  from  the  printer's 
hands,  and  to  the  foregoing  brief,  but  honorable  record,  must  be 
added  the  sad  words :  "  Died  of  diptheria,  in  Brookline,  June  26, 
1864."  After  performing  an  autopsy  in  the  prosecution  of  his  studies 
in  the  Medical  School,  on  Wednesday  the  22d,  he  complained  of 
feeling  ill,  the  probable  effect,  as  he  remarked,  of  the  work  in  which 
he  had  been  engaged.  Thinking  that  it  would  prove  a  mere  chill, 
such  as  he  had  had  occasionally  since  his  sickness  on  the  Mississippi 
river,  he  feared  nothing  serious,  even  after  inflammation  had  attack- 
ed his  throat.  On  Saturday,  P.  M.,  he  rapidly  grew  worse  —  still 
without  apprehensions  of  a  fatal  result,  and  on  Sunday  he  lost  his 
consciousness,  and  never  recovered  it.  He  lay,  as  if  asleep,  for  two 
hours,  then  turned  over,  and  his  spirit  peacefully  took  its  flight,  at 
about  1  o'clock,  P.  M.  His  body  was  committed  to  the  grave  this 
forenoon  —  June  28  —  after  funeral  services  at  his  home,  conducted 
by  Rev.  Mr.  Eager,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Reed.  Of  the  class,  Crownin- 
shield,  Lincoln,  Mumford,  Pettee,  Sleeper,  R.  Stone,  and  Wright, 
were  present. 

Shurtlefl^'s  modesty  would  not  have  allowed  him  to  accept,  while 
living,  the  praise  which  now  demands  utterance  ;  —  not  that  we 
would  try  to  sound  his  praises,  so  much  as  to  tell  the  simple  story 
of  his  true  worth.  Without  brilliant  qualities,  without  remarkable 
intellectual  endowments,  he  jet  promised  by  faithful,  patient  labor 
in  his  chosen  pursuits,  to  attain  to  usefulness,  and  even  to  eminence. 
For  months  of  our  College  life,  owing  to  his  retiring  disposition  and 
lack  of  self-assertion,  he  was  but  little  known  among  us ;  but  to- 
wards the  end  of  the  course  no  one  was  more  liighly  esteemed  for 
purity  of  life,  and  all  the  lovely  virtues  of  the  heart  than  "  Cassius.'' 
We  recall  with  interest  his  wonderful  powers  of  observation  ;  his 
fondness  for  tracing  quaint  resemblances  betAveen  men  and  animals  ; 
and  his  quiet  humor,  so  often  showing  itself,  and  yet  never  in  a 
bitter  sarcasm  or  an  unfeeling  jest.  Though  often  alone,  he  was 
not  a  misanthrope ;  though  reserved,  he  was  not  secretive,  and 
though  naturally  serious,  he  was  not  gloomy.  When  pained  by 
the  immorality  or  gross  selfishness  of  others,  his  rebuke  was  a  pure 
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lite,  I'atluT  tliaii  words.  And  yot  lie  was  never  satisfied  witli  his 
(nvn  attainments  in  holiness  ;  but  was  ever  strivincj  to  reach  a  point 
lijorlier  than  that  wliich  lie  had  oajned.  Joining  the  Churcli  of  tlie 
New  Jerusalem,  in  Brookline,  soon  after  leaving  College,  he  ever 
felt  that  his  connection  with  that  Church  had  been  a  great  blessing 
to  him  :  and  if,  as  he  believed,  wlien  his  early  training  had  devel- 
oped into  the  firm  convictions  of  maturity,  the  spirits  of  those  who 
have  gone  on  before  watch  over,  and  warn,  and  enc(mrage,  and 
guide  to  goodness  and  truth  the  loved  ones  whom  they  have  left  on 
earth,  may  not  we  who  loved  him  so  dearly,  hope  that  "  Cassius'  " 
death,  —  which  we  feel  assured  is  all  gain  to  him,  —  will  not  prove 
what  it  now  seems  to  be  —  all  loss  to  us.

He  was  witli  his  Co.  in  the 
battle  of  Cedar  Mountain  ;  it  was  through  his  personal,  energetic, 
and  brave  eiforts,  that  the  body  of  his  Col.  was  recovered  from  the 
Manassas  battle-field  ;  and  he  distinguished  himself  by  gallantry  at 
Antietam.  He  was  instantly  killed  at  Fredericksburg,  Dec.  13, 
'62,  by  a  ball  which  struck  him  in  the  breast,  as  he  was  delivering 
a  despatch  from  Gen.  Meade  to  Gen.  C.  F.  Jackson,  who  also  fell 
at  about  the  same  time.  His  funeral,  conducted  by  Bishop  East- 
burn,  and  Rev.  Dr.  Mercer,  took  place  Dec.  22,  in  Trinity  Church, 
Boston,  without  military  display  ;  the  offered  escort  of  the  Cadets, 
of  which  Corps  he  had  been  a  member,  being  declined. 

The  last  year  of  Dehon's  life  was  marked  by  a  more  rapid 
growth  of  the  vigorous  and  manly  traits  of  character,  than  any  pre- 
ceding year  had  been.  Many  of  us  remember  him  as  lacking  de- 
termination of  purpose,  steadiness  of  will ;  while  his  generosity  and 
kindness  of  heart,  his  careful  regard  for  the  feelings  of  others,  his 
invariable  politeness  to  all,  without  the  appearance  of  condescension 
to  any  —  a  politeness  which  was  more  than  obedience  to  rules  of 
etiquette,  —  gained  our  affectionate  regard.  But  in  that  last  year 
his  generosity  developed  into  unselfish  ])atriotism  ;  and  this  mani- 
fested itself  in  constancy  in  duty,  in  fidelity  to  every  trust,  and  in 
that  unshrinking  bravery  which  enabled  him  to  start  on  his  last 
errand,  through  a  muixlerous  fire,  "  with  the  alacrity  of  a  dress 
parade."  This  fact,  while  it  makes  our  loss,  and  that  of  those  to 
whom,  as  son  and  brother,  and  loved  friend  he  was  more  especially 
bound,  the  greater,  adds  to  the  consolation  which  we  derive  from 
the  assurance  that  he  neither  lived  nor  died  in  vain.

Law  School.  Was  admitted  to  the  bar,  June  21,  '60  ;  appointed 
Justice  of  the  Peace  Aug.  30,  and  practised  law  in  Cambridgeport 
for  two  years.  Aug.  5,  '62,  he  enlisted  in  the  9th  Mass.  (De 
Vecchi's,  afterwards  Bigelow's)  Battery,  and  after  a  month  started 
for  the  seat  of  war.  Returning  home  on  a  short  furlough,  he  mar- 
ried Miss  Adelaide  V.  Burrill,  of  Cambridgeport,  March  18,  '63. 
The  battery  was  not  engaged  in  action  till  July  2,  '63,  at  Gettys- 
burg! (See  some  account  of  this  under  Bigelow's  name.)  Here 
Fenton,  who  had  been  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Sergeant,  was 
wounded  in  the  right  leg,  below  the  knee,  and  taken  prisoner,  but 
afterwards  retaken  by  our  forces.  He  was  removed  to  Jarvis  Hos- 
pital, Baltimore,  and  seemed  in  a  fair  way  for  speedy  recovery,  till 
fever  prostrated  him  ;  and,  sinking  gradually,  he  died  July  28. 
His  wife  and  mother  reached  him  a  few  hours  before  his  death.  In 
the  Autumn  his  remains  were  brought  North,  and  interred  in  the 
Cambridge  Cemetery.  The  funeral  services  took  place  on  Sunday, 
Nov.  22,  at  Lee  St.  Church,  Cambridge,  Rev.  Mr.  Harrington 
officiating,  and  the  Cambridge  Reserve  Guard  performing  escort 
duty.

We  fell  to  without  more  ceremony,  and  though  some  of  us  had 
only  a  few  hours  before,  for  tiie  first  time  (legitimately  !),  partaken 
of  the  Alumni  Dinner,  in  response  to  Mr.  Sibley's  customary  invi- 
tation to  "graduates  of  three  years'  standing,"  still  we  made  con- 
siderable havoc  with  the  viands  set  before  us.     When  we  had  done 

*Iii  order  to  obtain  the  utmost  possible  accuracy,  and  to  lessen  somewhat  the  disap- 
pointment of  those  who  were  unable  to  be  present  at  tiie  first  Trienniiil  gathering  of 
the  Class,  the  distribution  of  the  Report  has  been  jjostponed  long  enough  to  admit  of 
the  preparation  of  this  Ap])endix.  That  it  will  prove  sullicientlv  valualile  to  compen- 
sate for  the  delay,  is  the  hoi^e  of  TiiK  0r>AS9  Secrktarv, 


tlieni  justice,  tlie  President  invited  our  attention  to  the  entertain- 
ment which  yet  remained,  ottering,  as  that  to  Avliich  our  thoughts 
AvuuKI  |»erliaj)s  naturally  first  turn,  a  toast  to  "Alma  Mater,"  and 
calling  uj)on  Pettee,  the  only  one  of  the  class,  who  liad  proved  for 
the  three  years,  constant  and  true  to  her,  to  respond. 

Pettee,  while  declaring  his  respect  and  affection  for  our  prolific 
mother,  yet  disclaimed  the  idea  that  liis  love  for  her  was  greater 
than  that  of  others.  He  gave  proof  of  the  tenderest  regard  for 
lier  feelings,  liowever,  inasmuch  as,  although  he  felt  that  we  were 
lioping  to  obtain  from  him  some  verl^al  photograph  of  the  internal 
econonn'  of  her  household,  and  confessed  that  he  liad  been  in  the 
heart  of  what  we  used  to  deem  "  the  Enemy's  Country,"  he,  nev- 
ertheless, yielded  to  her  wishes,  and  refrained  from  saying  more 
than  that  the  "  Faculty,"  which  he  had  once  regarded  as  an  im- 
palpable essence,  he  had  found  to  be  composed  of  men,  and  even  of 
yenial  men. 

Regret  is  felt  that  he  did  not  dwell  u]ton  this  point  long  enough 
to  remove  the  shade  of  doubt,  which  always  rests  upon  the  testi- 
mony of  an  interested  party.  We  were  diverted  from  cross-ques- 
ti(jning,  however,  by  the  familiar  "  Song  for  'Gl,"  by  Garrison,  in 
which  all  joined.  Powers  presiding  at  the  ])iano,  and  leading. 

The  nuisic,  or  something  else,  reminded  Hallowell  that  he  had 
been  guilty  of  treasonable  language  in  ])lacing  College  l)efore 
Countrv,  and,  apologizing,  he  invited  Stetson  to  sav  a  word,  "  Pro 
Patria." 

He  replied,  in  effect, —  "Why  I,  who  have  seen  no  service, 
should  be  singled  out  from  among  those  who  bear  honorable  scars, 
to  speak  '  for  our  Country,'  I  cannot  nnderstand.  But  I  obey. 
Though  engaged  in  j)eacefid  })ursuits,  my  efforts  have  not  been 
wanting  to  ju'omote,  in  my  hiunble  way,  the  cause  of  the  Union.'" 
(Great  a])plause.)  "  To  be  sure  I  have  particii)ated  in  no  battle, 
—  I  have  entered  into  no  engagement."  (Interrupting  ajiplause, 
with  queries.)  "  A  serious  word  now.  At  this  time  if  we  of  'Gl 
have  not  felt  our  hearts  stirred  with  a  patriotism  deeper  than  that 
of  old,  we  have  lived  in  vain.  We  are  no  trifiers  now.  We  look 
seriously  ui)on  the  aspect  of  affairs,  and  should  do  so."  With  a 
word  in  behalf  of  the  state  of  his  adoption,  "  the  banner-state  (»f 
the  Union,  as  respects  volunteering,"  —  "the  home  of  Grant  and 
liincoln," —  Stetson  closed  his  remarks,  which  were  suj)jtlemented 
by  the  singing  of  "  Our  Country,  'tis  of  thee." 

The  President  then,  with  the  utmost  delicacy  alluding  to  pages 
12  and  l^J  of  the  preceding  Rej)ort,  requested  Bullard  to  respond 
to  the  toast,  "  Pater  familias." 

In  acceding  to  the  request,  Bullard  expressed  his  entire  agree- 
ment with  Stetson's  "Union  sentiments,"  and  earnestly  advocated 
their  practical  adoption  ]»y  the  members  of  the  Class  generally. 
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A  toast  to  "  Minimus  natu "  could  mean  no  one  but  Senter, 
who,  in  his  replj  alkided  to  the  vanity  of  boasting.  He  had 
pkimed  himself  upon  being  the  youngest  of  2000  living  graduates, 
but  the  next  Class  sent  out  from  Alma  Mater  took  that  feather 
from  his  cap.  Then  he  had  fallen  back  upon  being  the  youngest 
of  '61,  but  now  a  baby  boy  cries  for  admittance  to  the  Class,  and 
the  glory  of  "  minimus  natu  "  must  be  given  up  to  him.  Refering 
then  to  old  age,  and  our  varied  prospects  of  attaining  to  it,  he 
pointed  out  a  familiar,  ruddy  face,  and  portly  form,  and  proposed  a 
health  to  him  who  is 

"  in  climate  cold  or  torrid, 


A.  Hale,  Old  Man," 

which  of  course  called  up  our  friend  of  the  Girls'  High  School. 
.  "  Sixty-One  "  was  assigned  to  McDaniels,  who  called  to  mind 
the  saying  that  "  there  is  but  one  good  wife  in  the  land,  and  each 
man  thinks  he  has  her  ;  "  "  so,"  said  he,  "  it  is  the  privilege  of  each 
graduate  to  claim  that  his  Class  is  the  Class.  We  of  '61  are  few,  but 
of  superior  size  and  quality  (with  one  or  two  modest  exceptions). 
Yale  may  boast  of  numbers,  but  our  Alma  Mater  can  point  to  us 
in  the  sjnrit  of  the  lion  in  the  fable,  and  say,  — '  unum,  sed  leo- 
nem.'  There  was  no  comet  among  us  ;  —  that  would  have  endan- 
gered Edward  Everett,  the  central  sun  of  Harvard's  planetary  sys- 
tem ;  —  but,  on  the  other  hand,  we  were  no  donkeys,  constantly 
going  sideways  or  backwards.  .  Our  course  has  ever  been  straight 
forward.  No  matter  whether  College  custom,  or  University  law 
lay  in  our  path,  we  went  at  it.  We  were  never  quietly  contempla- 
tive, but  always  opposing  some  wrong,  real  or  fancied.  Such  were 
we  during  our  College  life,  and  such  were  we  wdien  we  went  out 
singing  the  song  of  the  '  Reaper,'  our  Class  song ;  —  and  we  come 
back  from  many  fields  to  talk  over  our  three  years'  work,  to  pledge 
each  other's  health,  and  to  discuss  the  prospects  of  next  year's 
crop.  We  Avent  out  —  and  we  come  back.  Ah,  Gentlemen,  that 
last  ive  is  not  the  same  with  the  first,  —  it  can  never  be.  It  is 
shrunken  and  shrivelled  from  its  old  proportions.  There  are  those 
who  will  return  no  more  to  this  or  any  future  festival  to  eat  and 
drink  with  us  our  Harvest  Home.  Their  toil  was  by  the  furrow 
of  the  cannon,  their  sweat  was  blood,  their  wages,  we  hope,  is  no 
mere  earthly  immortality.  They  have  borne  well  the  burden 
and  heat  of  their  short  day,  and  have  gone  to  rest  with  the  twi- 
light. We  detailed  no  rubbish  for  that  work.  No  warning  prov- 
erb need  remind  us  to  speak  charitably  of  07(r  dead.  The  naked, 
truthful  narration  is  their  highest  glory  and  praise.  They  stooo 
forth,  the  best  men  of  us  all,  our  noblest  hearts,  our  most  solid  in- 
tellects, our  most  Christian  lives.  Enthusiastic  patriotism,  unself 
ish  devotion  to  a  down-trodden  race,  sent  them  out  to  face  the 
swift  destruction  of  the  battle  field,  or  to  gasp  under  the  sure  gripe 
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of  strange  disoascs  in  the  liospital.  They  garnered  in  no  golden 
sheavi's,  they  stored  no  granarit's  hnilt  Avith  hands  ;  yet  who  of  us 
that  thinks  to  go  down  to  tlie  grave,  gray-headed  and  crowned 
with  civic  otKccs,  can  liope  to  live  more  useful,  or  die  more  lion- 
ored  ?  Their  hibor  was  not  for  l)road  lands  ;  besides  the  fame  of 
their  good  works,  they  won  for  themselves  only  one  poor  narrow 
sjx)t  to  lie  in  ;  it  may  be  north  or  south  of  the  fatal  line,  it  may  be 
claimed  by  Rebel  or  Unionist ;  but  it  is  theirs  and  ours  forever  by 
the  title-deed  of  valor  and  of  tears  — 

"  Their  forms  are  dust. 
Their  },'Ood  steel,  rust  — 
Tlicir  souls  with  God  in  Heaven,  we  trust." 

This  is  the  first  account  we  have  to  render  —  our  company  of 
eleven,  gone  to  join  the  Army  of  Martyrs." 

This  well  deser-ved  Eulogy  was  followed  by  a  tribute  to  "  The 
Absent,"  from  Wi'ight,  which  Hallowell  prefaced  with  an  account 
of  the  circumstances  of  Forbes'  capture,  and  of  Alden's  self-de- 
voted perseverance  in  seeking  admission  into  the  army.  Wright 
spoke  briefly  both  of  tlie  living  and  of  the  dead,  mentioning  es- 
j)ecially,  however,  him  who  was  last  taken  from  us,  —  C.  A. 
Shurtleff,  and  quoting  as  justly  expressing  his  character,  Whittier's 
words,  — 

"  His  daily  prayer,  far  better  understood 
In  acts  than  words,  was  simply  doing  yood. 

So  calm,  so  constant  wa.s  his  rectitude. 
That  by  his  loss  alone  wc  know  its  worth, 
And  feel  how  true  a  man  has  walked  with  us  on  earth." 

Holmes  was  then  called  upon,  and  favored  us  with  these  verses:  — 

How  fouglit  our  brothers,  and  how  died,  the  story 
You  bid  me  tell,  who  shared  with  tliem  the  praise, 

Who  sought  with  them  the  martyr's  crown  of  glory. 
The  bloody  birthright  of  heroic  days  ! 

But,  all  untuned  amid  the  din  of  battle, 

Not  to  our  lyres  the  inspiring  strains  belong  ; 
The  cannon's  roar,  the  musket  s  deadly  rattle, 

Have  drowned  the  music,  and  have  stilled  the  song. 

Let  others  celebrate  our  high  endeavor. 

When  peace  once  more  her  starry  flag  sliall  fling 

Wide  o'er  the  land  our  arms  made  free  forever, 
Wc  do  in  silence  what  the  world  shall  sing ! 

"It  is  well,"  —  said  our  President,  as  he  invited  Mumford  to 
speak  for  "  The  Legal  Profession," —  "to  recognize  the  merits  ot" 
tho.sc  who  are  with  us,  as  well  as  of  the  absent."  In  giving  a 
brief  sketch  of  the  progress  of  constitutional  liberty,  Mumford 
remarked,  — "  Stiitutes  are  expressions  of  the  will  of  the  people; 
and,  with  us,  this  is  a  day  not  of  fruition,  but  of  real,  vigorous 
growth.       'i'he    idea    f»f  our    Constitution    now    is    very    difl'ei-i-nt 
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from  what  it  was  when  accepted,  and  we  want  to  hear  no  more  of 
'  the  Constitution,  and  the  Laws,  and  the  Union  as  they  were.'' 
Their  framers  meant  that  they  should  be  a  Hving  and  growing 
body,  and  we  are  not  to  thwart  their  purposes  by  embalming  them. 
We  are  building  to-day  a  new  Constitution;  —  the  noise  of  the 
workmen  can  be  heard  before  Petersburg,  and  the  chief  mason  is 
one  General  Grant." 

"  Our  Athletic  Sports  "  were  brought  back  to  remembrance  by 
R.  Stone,  and  Wales;  after  which  Brown  yielded  to  earnest, so- 
licitations, and  gave  us  a  stirring  song. 

To  a  toast  to  "  Our  Wounded  Brave  "  response  was  made  by 
Sawyer,  who  spoke  warmly  of  the  development  of  Class  feeling  in 
his  heart  since  leaving  College,  and  ascribed  it  to  the  deeds  record- 
ed in  this  Report,  —  deeds  written  in  the  best  blood,  and  declaring 
the  true  wortii  of  our  Classmates.  He  went  over  the  list  of  the 
wounded,  yet  living,  with  a  word  of  praise  for  each  ;  and  then  re- 
ferred to  the  timely  gilt  from  the  Class  to  himself,  regarding  it  not 
merely  as  a  token  of  sympathy,  but  also  as  an  expression  of  the 
patriotism  of  '61,  and  its  true  loyalty.  With  words  of  the  most 
uncompromising  iidelity  to  the  cause  of  the  Union,  and  of  stinging 
rebuke  to  every  outspoken  or  secret  sympathizer  with  rebellion,  he 
urged  us  to  falter  not  because  there  had  been,  or  must  be  suffering, 
but  to  Keep  firm  and  steady  to  the  glorious  end.  In  closing,  he  of- 
fered a  motion  testifying  the  gratitude  of  the  Class  to  the  Secretary 
for  his  lalior  in  its  behalf,  which  was  unanimously  carried  by  a 
rising  vote. 

"  The  Ministry,"  suggested  as  its  exponent  the  Class  Chaplain, 
and  Johnson  spoke  of  the  part  which  ministers  had  taken  in  the 
war,  —  some  in  their  pulpits,  arousing  the  people  to  consecrate 
wealth  and  life  to  Country  ;  some,  sword  in  hand  leading  their  con- 
gregations to  the  conflict ;  some  among  the  patriots  of  the  rank  and 
file ;  some  doing  a  work  of  love  as  agents  of  benevolent  organiza- 
tions on  battle-flelds  and  in  hospitals  ;  and  some,  like  Beecher,  open- 
ing the  eyes  of  foreigners  to  the  true  character  of  this  war,  as  a 
causeless,  hateful,  accursed  rebellion. 

A  few  words  in  behalf  of  "  The  Press  "  were  requested  from 
Garrison,  as  "  one  who  had,  more  than  any  other,  moulded  '61  in- 
to the  serious,  hard-working,  conscientious  Class  that  it  is."  He  re- 
marked that  he  could  hardly  tell  how  he  dropped  into  the  editorial 
chair,  whether  because  he  was  an  editor's  son,  or  because  he  had 
dabbled  with  types  in  earlier  days,  or  because  he  had  been  con- 
nected with  the  Harvard  Magazine ;  but,  being  in  it,  he  felt  a  deep 
sense  of  the  responsibility  of  the  position.  He  saw  there  the  power 
of  little  things,  and  the  evils  arising  from  a  prostituted  press. 
*' The  Independent,"  said  he,  "is  a  popular  paper,  belongs  to  no 
party,  but  is   truly  loyal ;   while  there  are  papers  in  New   York 
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erations  to  cfinie.  They  have  brouoht  disn;race  iijKm  the  city  ; 
they  have  impeded  the  measures  of  government  ;  they  have  stran- 
gled and  hurned  miMi  like  that  "  (pointinti;  to  a  negro  servant,)  "  and 
their  ally  is  Uici'e  "  (taking  up  a  wine-glass).  "  Pardon  tlie  refer- 
ence, but  this  is  not  the  road  to  '  the  fame  of  \51,'  —  Sic  non  itin- 
ad  astra. 

*'  The  advantages  of  a  free  press  can  never  be  estimated  :  witliout 
it  this  war  couUl  never  have  been  carried  on  ;  —  the  '  World,'  the 
'  rierahl,'  the  '  Journal  of  Commerce  '  would  have  overwhelmed  us. 
Vet  they  comi)lain  tliat  the  freedom  of  tlie  press  has  been  infringed 
upon.  It  is  false.  They  want  the  freedom  that  there  is  in  the 
Slave  States.  The  press  would  have  been  freer  if  government  had 
sujjpressed  a  dozen  'Worlds.'  But  speaking  was  anterior  to  printing, 
and  action  was  prior  to  both.  Let  me  offer  a  toast,  which  mav  be 
drunk  in  water,  if  it  is  necessary  that  it  be  drunk  at  all,  to  the 
fame,  the  honor,  and  the  name  of  him  who  presides  at  this  feast,  in 
whom  brave  deeds  have  always  accompanied  noble  words." 

The  fomiliar  tones  of  "  The  Bells  "  carried  us  once  more  back 
to  the  Old  College  Chapel.  Neither  lack  of  practice  nor  the 
hoarseness  of  wdiich  he  com])lained,  seemed  to  impair  Gage's  ren- 
dition of  the  favorite  piece,  Avhicli  gave  us  great  pleasure. 

Next,  "an  old  veteran  pedagogue.  Father  Hale"  was  called  to 
the  floor,  as  "  The  Village  Schoolmaster,"  and  in  a  short  speech, 
evinced  that  increasing  years  had  neither  diminislied  ins  love  of 
jokes,  nor  his  patriotism. 

In  a  few  words  in  response  to  "  The  Harvard  Magazine  "  Knowles 
jiointed  us  to  the  day  when  the  deeds  which  heroes  are  now  per- 
i'orming  shall  be  sung  in  the  richest  verse  ;  when  there  shall  be 
among  us  a  jtur(>r  literature  than  has  yet  been  seen, — a  literature 
stored  with  the  history  of  ])atriotism  ;  when  our  intellectual  cul- 
ture and  literary  development  shall  be  as  broad  as  our  native  land. 

"  The  Resident  Graduate,"  Hopkinson,  nujdestly  offered  the  fol- 
lowing lines,  in  response  to  the  President's  call  upon  him  :  — 

Dear  Classmates,  at  last  we  are  met  at  the  table, 
To  eat  as  we  can,  to  drink  as  we're  able ; 
Ymm  North,  East  and  West  and  from  South  are  wc  come, 
From  hearing  Greek  {grammar,  from  hearing;  the  drum, 
From  wielding  the  ferule,  from  wielding:  the  sword. 
From  shouting  the  war-cry,  from  preaching  the  word. 
We  arc  come  to  renew  the  fond  troth  of  our  love 
That  we  pledged  to  those  here,  and  to  those  gone  above 

You  each  have  seen  sights  and  heard  sounds,  I  ween, 
Such  as  no  one  in  Cambridge  has  heard  or  has  seen  ; 
Rut  dear  are  the  sounds  of  old  Cambridge  to  me, 
An<l  (air  arc  the  sights  that  the  residents  see  : 
From  the  boughs  of  the  apple  trees  sleepily  swing, 
('yli?idrical  fonus  on  a  gossamer  string. 
And  the  lowings  of  cattle  the  timid  girls  frighten, 
As  dusty  they  tramp  to  the  shambles  of  IJrighton. 
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The  Resident  Graduate  proudly  may  claim 

Of  "  Stay-at-home  Ranger  "  the  time-honored  name, 

For  him  you  may  search,  yet  search  but  in  vain, 

In  Honor's  red  roll  of  the  wounded  and  slain  ; 

But  he'll  read  an  account  of  the  battle-field  gory, 

And  partake  in  his  classmate's  danger-won  glory ; 

He'll  hold  up  his  head  as  proud  as  can  be, 

And  say  "  Yonder  hero  was  iu  College  with  me." 

He  feels  as  if  Wagner  once  shook  at  Ids  tread, 

When  his  Classmate  marched  in  at  the  Fifty-fifth's  head. 

Or,  if  love  of  the  pen  ever  gains  the  ascendant. 

He  feels  that  he,  too,  writes  the  Independent. 

Thus  he  thinks  that  to  honor  he's  by  no  means  a  stranger. 

Gets  his  share  of  the  glory  and  none  of  the  danger, 

Till  at  length  growing  weary  of  wearing  the  crown, 

He  calls  himself — modest,  (!)  and  quickly  sits  down. 

Poetry  was  followed  by  "  Music,"  and  Powers  gave  us,  with  his 
usual  taste  and  spirit,  the  song  entitled  "  The  Standard  Bearer." 

"  Medicine  "  called  up  our  "  M.  D.,"  Lincoln,  who  spoke  of  the 
members  of  his  profession  in  the  Class,  and  paid  a  tribute  to  the 
memory  of  C.  A.  Shurtleffi 

Once  more  we  joined  iu  singing  Garrison's  Class  Song ;  and, 
while  we  yet  lingered  together,  the  Secretary  took  the  opportunity 
to  urge  all  to  clip  from  the  pa})ers  any  items  fit  for  the  Class  Scrap 
Book,  which  might  come  under  their  observation,  and  send  them 
to  him. 

A  vote  of  thanks  to  the  President  was  unanimously  passed ;  and 
the  Secretary  was  authorized  to  summon  the  Class  to  a  general 
meeting  and  dinner,  two  years  hence,  —  the  time  of  the  Triennial 
Aknnni  Meeting-  In  view  of  the  probable  expense  of  this  course, 
Mumford  suggested,  and  the  suggestion  met  cordial  approval,  — 
<(tliough  no  motion  was  made,  and  it  Avas  desired  that  no  formal 
vote  should  be  taken)  —  that  all  who  feel  both  able  and  willing, 
be  invited  to  contribute  to  the  Class  Fund  ten  dollars,  more  or  less, 
within  the  next  two  years. 

Midnight  had  arrived,  and  we  separated.  It  had  been  a  solemn 
season,  and  yet  full  of  joy  ;  and  we  shall  not  soon  forget  it.  May 
those  who  were  then  so  much  missed,  and  who  are  risking  life  in 
defence  of  Country,  on  land  and  sea,  be  permitted  to  come  to  our 
next  gathering,  and  rejoice,  with  more  than  the  half  of  the  Class 
which  assembled  this  year,  over  the  firm  establishment  of  Liberty, 
and  Union,  and  consequent  Peace.
